had joined the navy well 
before the outbreak of 
war as he was recorded 
in 1911 amongst the 
crew of HMS Blake, the 
parent ship of the 2nd 
Torpedo Boat Flotilla. 

On May 31, 1916, he 
was serving aboard HMS 
Defence, the flagship of 
Admiral Robert 
Arbuthnot. 

Having engaged and 
seriously damaged the 
German cruiser 
Weisbaden, Arbuthnot’s 
vessels were moving in 
for the kill - but came 
under severe fire from a 
German squadron, made 
up of a battle cruiser and 
four dreadnoughts. 

The Defence was hit 
by two heavy salvoes 
and the vessel 
disappeared in a roar of 
flame.

Fine turnout at 
U3A study day 


MORE than 120 
people, from as far

A WHOLE new 
chapter is about to 
begin for the 
longest-serving 
library assistant in 
the county borough 
of Bridgend. 

Valmai Davies retired 
from Porthcawl Library 
on May 28, after 
working 37 years at the 
same branch; Valmai 
began working there in 
1979. 

Since then, the 
library has been 
managed by Mid 
Glamorgan County 
Council, Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council, and most 
recently the independent 
charity Awen Cultural 
Trust. 

Yet, it is the library’s 
move to a computerised 
system in the summer of 
1992 that Valmai says 
was the biggest change 
in the service she’s seen 
during her career. 

She explained: 

“When I started work, 
borrowers exchanged 
library tickets for 
books. 

“Each book would 
have a loose card in a 
pocket inside the front 
cover, which we would 
take out, and stamp the 
date that the book was 
due back. 

“We would then file 
the ticket, which gave 
details about the 
borrower, with the book 
card, under its due date. 
The procedure was 
reversed when the book 
was returned. 

“On a busy Saturday, 
around 1,000 books 
would be borrowed, so 
it was a very time 
consuming process 
which involved lots of 
filing and counting, all 
of which the computer 
system does 
automatically now of 
course. 

“We also used to 
have very long waiting 
times for popular titles 
including The Thorn 
Birds by Colleen 
McCullough, as we had 
far less copies available 
to us”. 

Valmai also adds that 
libraries are not such 
quiet places now, with 
the introduction of 
weekly ‘bounce and 
rhyme’ sessions for 
babies and other special 
events designed to 
encourage children and 
their families to visit the 
library and borrow the 
books. 

Richard Hughes, 
chief executive of Awen 
Cultural Trust, said that 
almost four decades of 
service was a 
remarkable achievement 
worth celebrating. 

He said: “Valmai has 
made a significant 
contribution to the 
library service over the 
past 37 years and we

There were 10 shortlisted organisations in the 
running for awards, with Western Power taking the 
overall winner and Bridgend County Borough 
Council and the National Assembly for Wales both 
receiving Excellence Wales 2016 awards. 

Betsi Cadwaladr University Health Board was 
presented with a special recognition award and 
RNIB Cymru took away the People’s Choice Award. 

BCBC has been praised for its approach leading 
the way being the first in Wales to be accredited with 
the Action on Hearing Loss ‘Louder than Words’ 
charter and also the first to be recognised by the 
British Deaf Association with a certificate for 
working towards achieving the British Sign 
Language charter. 

Richard Williams, the director of Action on 
Hearing Loss Cymru, said: “The judging panel had 
the really difficult job of deciding the winners from 
an impressive shortlist, but I think they have done a 
fantastic job. Bridgend County Borough Council’s 


work proves that simple changes can make the lives 
of deaf people more manageable. 

Bridgend County Borough Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s social services and equalities, 
Coun Hailey Townsend, said: “It’s great to know that 
significant improvements and developments we’ve 
made in the ways in which we provide information 
for deaf people and those who have hearing loss is 
being recognised.” 


Tudor festival 
planned to 
mark charter 


BRIDGEND Town 
Council is 

promoting the 500th 
anniversary of the 
town’s first market 
charter by King 
Henry VIII in 1516. 

‘Bridgend 500’ will 
take place from 10am- 
5pm on Saturday, 
September 17, when 
more than 20 Tudor 
activities will be re¬ 
created in the town 
centre. 

King Henry VIII and 
one of his six wives - 
Catherine Parr - will be 
‘present’ to grant the 
famous market charter at 
12 noon and will make 
Royal progress around 
the town throughout the 
day to greet all local 
citizens and receive 
petitions on all manner of 
topics. 

Organisers hoped that 
many local school 
children will dress in 
Tudor costumes of the 
time and take part in the 
recreations of Tudor 
activities typical of a 
market scene of the 
period. 

Event organiser Coun 
David Unwin said that 


this would be a pageant 
never seen before locally. 
He paid tribute to John 
Dunkley-Williams of the 
Bridgend History Library 
who had unearthed 
valuable documents 
relating to market 
charters. 

Although the actual 
Bridgend charter of 1516 
remains elusive, the 
wording of a similar 
charter (in Latin) granted 
to Saffron Walden in 
Essex two years earlier 
does exist. Steps are 
being taken to obtain the 
translation of that charter 
which is likely to be 
similar to that granted to 
Bridgend. 

Coun Unwin hopes 
that a replica of the 
Bridgend Charter will be 
produced and placed in a 
prominent position for all 
local residents to view. 

He said: “A 

remarkable map of 
Bridgend town, made 
later in 1778, is already 
on view in the Wyndham 
Arms Hotel in Dunraven 
Place and can be made 
more available to local 
residents who have a 
love of the town’s 
history”.

Go to the Bridgend & Porthcawl GEM 

for the latest stories and breaking news 



www.bridgend-today.co.uk 

www.porthcawl-today.co.uk 


AM hits out at children's 
wait for an orthodontist 


A REGIONAL AM, Suzy 
Davies, has obtained 
information that children 
in the Bridgend area are 
waiting 28 months for a 
first appointment with an 
orthodontist. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative Regional AM for 
South Wales West, submitted a 
Freedom of Information request 
to the Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
University Health Board after a 
constituent contacted her to 
complain about long delays. 

Mrs Davies said: “I thought I 
was beyond being shocked by 
anything to do with healthcare 
delays in Wales but this figure is 
truly staggering. ABMu says that 
the current waiting time in 
Bridgend from referral by your 
dentist to actually seeing an 
orthodontist is two years and 
four months! 

“As the majority of patients 


being referred will be children, 
this delay could have very 
serious consequences. Children’s 
teeth can grow a lot in two years 
and delays in ensuring that the 
teeth develop in the correct way 
will undoubtedly result in 
problems for people perhaps into 
adulthood. 

“This is totally unacceptable. 
The board says that waiting 
times are “significantly 44 lower 
in Neath Port Talbot and 
Swansea so dentists are being 
urged to refer patients to 
orthodontists in those areas if 
possible. 

“They say that a review is 
currently underway into the 
reasons for the variation in 
waiting times. 

“If we assume that the rate of 
referral to an orthodontist per 
1,000 patients across ABMu is 
roughly the same in each area, 
then the problem in Bridgend 
has to be down to insufficient 
resources being made available. 


“This should have been 
flagged up and dealt with a long 
time ago. It could be that there 
are problems recruiting 
orthodontists or maybe there was 
no funding available. 

“But the fact remains that this 
review should have been carried 
out as soon as it became 
apparent that waiting times were 
increasing to these ridiculous 
lengths. 

“I will be writing to ABMu 
chairman Andrew Davies to ask 
what action the board is taking 
to try and rectify this problem 
now - never mind waiting for a 
review. 

“Also, I want to know what 
the waiting times are in other 
areas served by the board and 
what is the board’s strategy for 
providing these services which 
are increasingly in demand. 

“This situation is intolerable 
and urgent action is needed now 
before things get even worse.”

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Jutland battle and death of Lord 
Kitchener concentrated minds 

PORTHCAWL JUNE 1916 



“Is there a war on? The 
streets of Porthcawl on 
Whit-Monday did not give 
the impression that such 

was the case.” (Porthcawl 
News, June 16 1916). 

On June 12, trains arriving at 
the new station were packed, 
hotels and boarding houses were 
full and ‘large numbers came by 
car, horse conveyances and 
cycles.’ 

Such was the appeal of 
Porthcawl for Whitsun visitors 
that Baronet Sir WJ Tatem, a 
Cardiff ship-owner, arrived 
stating that he intended to remain 
for several weeks, as ‘he was a 
great believer in Porthcawl and its 
splendid golf course.’ 

Aside from the fact that there 
definitely was a war on, this 
holidaying in Porthcawl was in 
fact very odd, as the Government 
had on May 31, proclaimed that 
the Whit-Monday bank holiday 
was to be postponed until 
Tuesday, August 8. 

Perhaps, as there had been little 
heard from the front; and news 
that Britain had curtailed the 
German fleet at Jutland, may have 
instilled in people a sense of 
impending victory and an end to 
the conflict. Or maybe the death 
of Lord Kitchener, Minister of 
War, evoked the opposite and 
made people nervous, and yearn 
for times past. 

Lord Herbert Kitchener was on 
his way to Russia when, on June 5, 
HMS Hampshire struck a German 
mine and sank west of the Orkney 
Islands, Scotland. He was one of 
600 people who drowned that day. 

Apart from the news of Jutland 
and Lord Kitchener, June was 
mainly a quiet month. Articles in 
local newspapers related largely to 
local issues. 

For instance, on June 3 Lewis 
Jenkins, licensee of The General 
Picton, was the first case to be 
brought before the Bridgend 
magistrates for infringing the new 
licensing laws relating to Sunday 
drinking. 

During the hearing it transpired 
that it was in fact Mrs Margaret 
Jenkins, Lewis’ wife, who had 
taken pity on a gentleman from 
Maesteg who had asked for a 
drink with his Sunday lunch. 
Lewis had not been on the 
premises at the time. 

Interestingly, had the gentleman 
not been observed to be in a 
drunken state some hours later, the 
case may not have been heard. 
However an example had to be 
made. Consequently, the 
magistrate accepted that Lewis 
Jenkins was not to blame, 
otherwise he would have lost his 


license; but he fined Mrs Jenkins 
£3. 

It also appears that there were a 
number of stories of visitors the 
worse for drink that Whitsun 
Monday who, forgetting that the 
railway station had moved, were 
seen making haste to catch the last 
train home from the old station at 
the top of Station Hill. There is 
evidence that quite a few ended up 
passing the night in a cell at the 
police station, John Street 
(Porthcawl Museum and Art 
Gallery, today). 

On June 3, a company of the 
Grand Lodge and Freemasonry 
officers assembled to consecrate 
the Venables Llewelyn Lodge at 
New Road, Porthcawl. Among 
the officers installed that day was 
Frederick Vaughan Cleves, 39 
Fenton Place, as treasurer. His 
son, Reginald Vaughan Cleves, 
Lieutenant Royal Naval Voluntary 
Reserve, Hood Battalion was 
initiated at the first meeting on 
July 1. Sadly, he did not live to 
further his career in the 
Freemasons as he was killed on 
April 23, 1917, aged 21. 

Captain William Leslie 
Morgan, the son of member 
Leonard Oscar Morgan, was to 
serve with the 2nd Battalion 
Welsh Regiment at Mametz Wood 
a month later. He survived, 
whereas 2nd Lieutenant Reginald 
Nicholls, same battalion and son 
of member Frederick Nicholls of 
the Pier Hotel, was to be killed by 
shellfire on July 18, 1916 aged 
31yrs. 

As previously mentioned, the 
horrors of the Somme were yet to 
intrude into Porthcawl lives. 
Conversely, townsfolk were more 
concerned that Hope Welsh 
Congregational Chapel was to be 
converted into an English 
Congregational Chapel, when 
there already existed an English 
Congregational Chapel on New 
Road. The basis of such concern 
was fuelled by the fact that Gilgal 
Welsh Baptist Chapel and Bethel 
Calvinist Chapel, years before, 
had suffered the same fate. 
Apparently, it was the result of 
influence brought to bear in 
certain quarters to accommodate 
the growing number of visitors 
and tourists to the town. 

Following the establishment of 
The British Board of Film Censors 
(BBFC) in 1913, in June of 1916 
Glamorgan County Council was 
beginning to consider the 
introduction of film censorship. 
The BBFC had no legal powers to 
censor films but advised local 
authorities that ‘No film should be 
passed that was not clean and 
wholesome and absolutely above 
suspicion.’ Films were given 


either ‘U’ (for universal 
exhibition) or ‘A’ (more suitable 
for adults) certificates. 

Also this month, the Porthcawl 
Council was appealing to the 
Welsh Regiment garrisons at 
Cardiff and Chester for soldiers to 
be sent to the Porthcawl during the 
summer months. This again was 
evidence that it appeared to most 
residents that little was happening 
on the war front. 

Toward the end of the month, 
Major John L Lambert, Army 
Service Corps and past chairman 
of the Porthcawl Council, was 
home on leave for a few days 
‘looking remarkably well’ 
(Porthcawl News 30th June 1916). 
He returned to the front on June 
27, never again to see his home at 
8, Newton Villas, Porthcawl as he 
died of peritonitis at a base 
hospital in Amiens, on October 20. 

One mother, who constantly 
appealed to the military 
authorities for news of her son, 
was Mrs Chambers of 5, Railway 
Terrace. (Hillsboro Place today.) 
On June 12 she finally heard from 
the authorities: ‘As there had been 
no news of your son, Private 
Charles Chambers 1st Battalion, 
Dorset Regiment, since the Battle 
of Mons, October 22, 1914 the 
Army Council are regretfully 
constrained to conclude that he is 
dead.’ (Porthcawl News 16th June 
1916.) 

Finally, as the comparatively 
quiet month came to a close, on 
the Western Front on June 24, 
1,500 British guns began firing 
two million shells onto the 
German lines, near the Somme 
river. The Battle of the Somme 
was originally meant to be a 
French-led offensive with the 
British in support and was, also, 
initially planned for August 1916. 
However, the German attack on 
Verdun in February necessitated 
an early Allied diversionary attack 
away from Verdun, to relieve the 
pressure on the French army. 
Thus began the Battle of the 
Somme. For the next four months, 
the Western Front would be 
anything but quiet.

successful films are 
concerned, a further 
outing for Alice and 
company was on the 
cards as soon as the box 
office receipts were in. 

Alice Through The 
Looking Glass (directed 
by James Bobin, 
replacing Burton) sees a 
now-adult Alice (Mia 
Wasikowska) return to 
Underland, only to 
discover that things are 
going very wrong. The 
Mad Hatter (Johnny 
Depp) is sure his family 
survived the attack by 
the Jabberwocky, and 
his belief is slowly 
killing him. 

Alice turns to Time 
(Sacha Baron Cohen) in 
order to find out what 
happened to the Hatter’s 
family and if they are 
still alive, but despite 
being there is no 
chance, Alice embarks 
on a trip through time in 
order to save her 
beloved friend... 

A sequel to a weak 
first film is in a strong 
position. After all, 
another poor film can 
be excused on the basis 
that it wasn’t following 
anything special, while 
should it equal or 
supersede the original, 
then everyone’s happy 
(including, for their 
sake, the money men at 
Disney). 

Alice Through The 
Looking Glass, then, is 
on a hiding to nothing, 
but ultimately fails to be 
anything other than a 
pedestrian sequel to an 
average film. 

With Tim Burton out 


of the director’s chair 
and James Bobin 
(director of the 
successful Muppets 
reboot a few years ago) 
parachuted in, the film 
certainly doesn’t lack in 
strong visuals, Bobin 
retaining Burton’s 
kooky feel while giving 
the film an identity of 
its own. 

Much like the first 
film, the look is the 
most enjoyable thing 
here, with the weird and 
wonderful denizens of 
Underland given a 
wonderful look that at 
times makes you 
overlook what is a 
convoluted and 
needlessly messy plot. 

The time travel trope 
feels like little more 
than an excuse to revisit 
the characters at a 
younger age, and while 
there’s some fun to be 
had in this, it finds itself 
slowly tangling itself up 
and making the story 
cluttered and fussy 
where it should be 
streamlined and flow 
easily. 

Beneath this overly- 
complicated plot is a 
story that really has 
nothing to it - it’s your 


basic quest film that has 
very little else to offer 
in terms of depth. There 
are little moments here 
and there (Alice’s 
single-mindedness and 
desire to not conform to 
what society expects of 
her, the fractured 
relationship between the 
Hatter and his father) 
but nothing that stands 
out from the by-the- 
numbers narrative. 

The performances are 
decent throughout, with 
Mia Wasikowska again 
shining brightest as the 
titular heroine. Older 
and more seasoned this 
time around, she offers 
the best performance, 
flitting between wide- 
eyed wonder and steely 
resolve effortlessly and 
at least rooting the film 
with a believable and 
likeable lead. 

Johnny Depp’s rather 
quite harrowing Hatter 
doesn’t quite land like 
the actor wants, feeling 
less like a performance 
and more like a routine 
of peculiar tics and 
traits that don’t quite 
gel. 

There is some meat 
on the bones of his 
character within the 


plot, but Depp’s love of 
playing up rather than 
down means he doesn’t 
really connect. 

While Helena 
Bonham Carter takes 
relish in her role as the 
Queen of Hearts, 
franchise newcomer 
Sacha Baron Cohen is 
good fun as time; with a 
German accent and a 
crush on the 
aforementioned queen. 

Time is a fun and 
quietly enjoyable role 
for Baron Cohen who 
brings his usual 
zaniness to the 
character. 

There are elements in 
this film that are pretty 
enjoyable, but there’s 
nothing of any real 
substance, nothing that 
connects or makes you 


gape in wonder at what 
you see in front of you 
- Alice Through The 
Looking Glass is a 
pretty film to look at, 
but there’s nothing 
underneath to really 
hold your attention. 

VERDICT: 
Following from the 
underwhelming Alice In 
Wonderland, Alice 
Through The Looking 
Glass is neither a 
marked improvement 
nor a massive failure. 
Instead it’s an overly- 
complicated film that 
has some pleasing 
elements but nothing to 
make it truly stand out 
from the crowd. Poor.

behalf of another if, for 
example, they are ill or 
disabled and cannot act 
for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 
This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

C hronic glaucoma 
affects two per cent 
of the population 
over the age of 40, 
increasing to over 10 per 
cent for those aged 75 or 
more. 

There are about 500,000 
people in Wales and England with 
glaucoma, and about 70 million 
worldwide, making it one of the 
leading causes of blindness. 

Unfortunately, there are no 
symptoms until extensive 
irreversible damage to the optic 
nerve has occurred, resulting in 
unrecoverable vision loss, and it 
is estimated that up to 50 per cent 
of people with glaucoma are 
undiagnosed.

Welsh team 
triumphs at 
the British 
Medical 
Journal 
Awards 2016

THE Welsh Fetal 
Cardiovascular 
Network was 
crowned 

‘Cardiology Team 
of the Year’ at The 
British Medical 
Journal (BMJ) 
Awards 2016 for 
improving 
detection of heart 
defects in unborn 
babies. 

The BMJ Awards are 
the UK’s premier 
medical awards 
programme, 
recognising and 
celebrating the 
inspirational work done 
by doctors and their 
teams. 

This year’s awards 
attracted more than 300 
entries across 15 
categories. The 
ceremony took place at 
the Westminster Park 
Plaza Hotel in London. 

Dr Orhan Uzun was 
appointed consultant 
paediatric cardiologist 
at the University 
Hospital of Wales in 
2001 and he soon 
realised that the 
antenatal detection of 
congenital heart defects 
was poor. 

Dr Uzun said: “There 
was a lot of enthusiasm, 
but no leadership and 
no equity of access. 

“People from 
different parts of the 
country were not 
getting the same quality 
of service. And I wasn’t 
happy that some people 
had to travel for two 
hours to see me - two 
hours there, two hours 
back, it just wasn’t 
fair.” 

He set out plans for a 
nationwide 

improvement through a 
network of centres, a 
complete team 
approach, and better 
training for the 
ultrasonographers. 

“The training 
significantly increased 
confidence in 
techniques and 
diagnostic skills aided 


by local meetings and 
collaborative working,” 
said Mrs Nerys 
Thomas, superintendent 
sonographer at UHW. 

Dr Uzun visited 
every centre regularly, 
sitting behind 
sonographers as they 
worked to show them 
how to manipulate the 
probe to get the best 
view of the fetal heart. 
Regular audits were 
held to measure 
progress. 

Dr Uzun said: 
“Before 2008, we were 
losing 10 per cent of 
the babies born with 
transposition of the 
great arteries, which 
was not acceptable. 
Since 2008 we haven’t 
lost a single baby.” 

By 2010 Antenatal 
Screening Wales was 
able to introduce a new 
screening technique, the 
outflow tract view - the 
first of the UK nations 
to do so. 

Detection rates of the 
principal heart 
abnormalities have 
increased dramatically, 
and Wales, once the 
laggard, has become the 
leader but Dr Uzun, 
however, is not resting 
on his laurels, arguing 
that there is still more 
to be done. 

Dr Uzun explained: 
“As a team we, the 
Welsh Fetal 
Cardiovascular 
Network, has always 
had great enthusiasm to 
improve standards of 
care in pregnant women 
and in their unborn 
babies. 

“We have been 
passionate about 
improving the quality 
of Fetal Cardiology 
Service that we have 
been providing. We all 
strive to make a 
difference in the lives 
of our future 
generations and their 
parents.”

N ational 

Theatre 
Wales’ latest 
production is 

'Before I Leave', 
and it comes with a 
real buzz 
inevitably linked to 
the renewed interest 
in choirs, courtesy 
of leaders such as 
Gareth Malone and 
Tim Rhys-Evans. 

Written by Patrick 
Jones and directed by it 
tells the story of a choir 
made up of dementia and 
Alzheimer's patients, and 
their carers. Jones had 
the idea after spending 
time with one such choir, 
the Cwm Taf, which 
meets once a week in 
Merthyr Tydfil Rugby 
Club. 

Patrick Jones' 

experience there 

prompted the following 
quote, which sets the bar 
rather high. He said: “I 
set out to write 
something which was 
really uplifting about the 
human spirit but that also 
showed the darker side.” 

Well, he didn't shy 
away from the darker 
side. 

This production is a 
world away from those 
choir reality shows that 
are so popular. There is 
no story arc that shows 


them dealing with 
setbacks and then 
finishing with a grand 
triumph. 

The storyline has the 
message that dementia is 
cruel, that every family 
member is affected, and 
that it will, inevitably, get 
worse. 

There is an uplifting 
climax, but that is more 
to do with the survival of 
the human spirit, rather 
than winning a choral 
contest. There's plenty of 
comedy - mostly black - 
and ‘Before I Leave’ 
shares some themes with 
‘Pride’ but it is a world 
away in terms of mood. 

The music sets that 
mood. Scene changes are 
accompanied by 

recorded music, and it's 
angry, edgy songs that 
we hear. The Jam's 
‘Going Underground’, 
the Sex Pistols, The 
Manic Street Preachers 
(who also wrote the title 
song for the show). 

That song is sung by 
the onstage choir, and 
during the show we hear 
snippets, until it all 
comes together for the 
finale. 

Patrick Jones is, of 
course, the brother of 
Nicky Wire, and the 
Manics have done more 
than knock off a quick 
tune. In many ways, their 
contribution brings so

many themes together, 
and it's a great piece of 
music. 

The songs sung by the 
choir are well chosen. 
Again, don't go 
expecting Welsh choral 
favourites. The songs are 
mostly modern, with 
'You'll Never Walk 
Alone' probably the 
oldest. That song 
provides a tear-jerking 
moment. Calon Lan does 
make an appearance, but 
it's not sung by the choir. 

Sometimes, songs can 
signpost a plot 
development, or 

emphasise a point the 
writer is making, but in 
this show they capture a 
mood. I loved the way 
the Queen/David Bowie 
hit 'Under Pressure' was 
used when the choir rebel 
against their conductor, 
with lyrics suddenly 
acquiring a meaning that 
they did not have in the 
original. 

It seems a shame to 
leave the cast so late in 
the review, as there were 
some terrific 

performances. Dafydd 
Hywel has the showiest 
part as Rocky. He's a 
former miner, has the 
best singing voice and 
the funniest lines. 

For much of the show 
he's at war with Evan, a 
former policeman, 
played powerfully by 
Desmond Barrit. They 
faced each other on the 
picket lines during the 
miners' strike, and it is 
only as Evan's condition 
deteriorates that Rocky 
can see him as a fellow 
human being. 

Melanie Walters plays 
Dyanne, a rock chick 
whose husband Joe has 
early onset Alzheimers. 
He is only in his 50s, but 
he deteriorates quickly, 
and in her struggle to 
cope, she finds the 
strength to become the 
voice of the group. 

Gaynor Morgan Rees, 
playing Marge is another 
powerful performance. 
Her character is a former 
amateur opera singer 


who has lost confidence 
in all aspects of her life, 
but the group's 
tribulations give her a 
new strength to find her 
voice again. 

All this action takes 
place on a set that moves 
at high speed from 
people's living rooms to 
the library where the 
choir sing, and Anna 
Fleischle has done a 
brilliant job here, aided 
and abetted by Dick 
Straker's video 

backdrops. 

At one point, we see 
the choir leave the Wales 
Millennium Centre by 
coach, after a memorable 
appearance on 'Britain's 
Got Talent', while the 
same backdrops flit 
between choral 

performances and scenes 
from the valley town 
where the action takes 
place. 

Matthew Dunster's 
direction and Patrick 
Jones' script have 
fashioned a powerful 
evening that brings you 
face to face with a human 
tragedy. If you have ever 
snapped at an absent- 
minded parent then this 
show will make you feel 
a sense of shame. 

My only quibble is 
this. Here in Wales, how 
long do we have to keep 
going back and re¬ 
fighting the miners' 
strike? It just about 
works here, as Rocky and 
Evan are the right age to 
have been involved, but 
there surely must come a 
time when Welsh writers 
examine present day 
Wales. 

Lots of things outlive 
their usefulness, like 
VHS cassettes and 
Amstrad computers.

Winged Serpents 
and chilling sound 
of a phantom bell, 
at Flemingston... 


THE small village of 
Flemingston is in 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan around 
three miles south of 
Cowbridge and 8 V 2 
miles north west of 
Barry, overlooking 
the valley of the 
River Thaw. 

Other names that are 
known in connection 
with the village include 
Llanmihangel y Twyn, 
Treffelemin, Michaelston 
Le Mont, or Flimstone. 

At its heart is the 
Grade II listed Church of 
St Michael the Archangel 
which was built upon 
11th century foundations 
during the 14th century, 
although the majority of 
the church evolved in 
19th. This stone 
stmeture has a slate roof 
and contains a 
monumental stone slab 
exhibiting the effigy of a 
14th century lady whose 
name was possibly 
Elizabeth, who is thought 
to have been a member of 
the Fleming family. 

The Fleming family 
originated with Sir John 
le Fleming who was 
granted the manor houses 
of St George, 
Flemingston, Wenvoe 
and Llanmaes. He was 
one of the 12 knights 
who came to the area 
with Robert Fitz Hamon 
during the time of 
William Rufus. 

He married Amicia, 
who was the daughter of 
Baldwin Magnus, Lord 
of Whitney. By 1317 
Flemingston was held by 
Philip le Fleming, and 
continued down the line 
of the family until 
William Fleming sold the 
estate to Lewis Thomas 
of Bettws as he failed to 
produce a male heir. 

Further in time, the 
Wyndhams of Dunraven 
took hold of the estate. 
Much of the manor, now 
a farmhouse, were given 
a Grade II listing in 2002, 
including the detached 
kitchen, garden wall, 
house ruins as well as its 
farm buildings. 

Its 19th century barn 
was listed in 2003, as it 
was detected that it had 
undergone 16th and 17th 
century renovations. 

Gregory Farm (Yr 
Hen Ffern Dy) dates 
back to the 17th century, 
with extensions and 
refashioning occurring 
during both 18th and 
19th centuries. This 
white rubble farmhouse 
was awarded Grade II 
listed status in 2007. 

Other buildings and 
monuments of interest 
include the rectory in the 
northern part of the 
village which is 
surrounded by a wooded 
garden and Rose Cottage 
with its thatched roof and 
‘eyebrow’ windows from 
16 th/17 th centuries. 
Another Grade II listed 
monument is the 
telephone call box which 
sits north of the church. 

Flemingston Court 
farmhouse dates back to 
the first half of 16th 
century and is Grade II 
listed. There are a few 
possibilities as to how it 


was used: a rectory, 
steward or farm 
manager’s house. The 
remains of a castle at 
Flemingston Court, or 
Fort Manor, adjoin the 
churchyard, which was in 
Jacobean style and as it 
bordered the churchyard 
there is a memorial in 
dedication to Edward 
Williams (1745-1828) 
and his son Taliesin. 

Edward was a famous 
writer known as Iolo 
Morganwg, as well as a 
stonemason and 

antiquarian who was 
bom in the village. The 
memorial was erected by 
Caroline, Countess of 
Dunraven. 

In 1811 Flemingston 
was described as the 
100th of Cowbridge by 
author Nicholas Carlisle; 
but by 1870-72 it was 
declared as being within 
the boundaries of the 
county of Bridgend 
according to John Marius 
Wilson’s Imperial 
Gazetteer of England and 
Wales; although today, it 
is back to its original 
county boundary. 

Wales seems to be 
littered with tales of 
ghosts lurking in the 
background, and it would 
seem that Flemingston is 
no exception to this mle. 

The legend of winged 
serpents circling the 
skies around the area is a 
tale passed down through 
time. A 19th century 
woman claimed that her 
grandfather had killed a 
winged serpent and kept 
its carcass as evidence. 
The corpse was then 
buried with him when he 
died. But is this just a 
tale of make-believe? 

The shadowy phantom 
of a large dog has been 
identified prowling the 
grounds of the manor, 
before instantly 

vanishing like a 
silhouette in an instant. 
Could this menacing 
canine be a guard dog 
from an era now beyond 
our grasp? 

The chilling sound of 
a phantom bell can be 
heard, bellowing out 
across the land from the 
churchyard, yet no 
human action of this kind 
is said to ever take place. 
Said to signify a death in 
the neighbourhood, 
could this macabre sound 
be a fable passed down 
through the depths of 
time by idle gossips? 

Flemingston’s marshy 
land from the River 
Thaw holds a secret tale 
of a legendary water 
horse that helped an old 
man cross the marshland 
during a horrendous 
storm. Within hours of 
this animal appearing, 
the marsh seems to flood 
by an imaginary freak 
tide, frightening people 
for no valid reason. 

But why would a 
spiritual entity want to 
prey on innocent victims 
by portraying fairytale 
incidents from a world 
beyond their 

understanding? Fact or 
Fiction? Only you can 
decide...

50 years of 
reporting on the 
Welsh hunt-racing 
scene for the 
national and local 
press takes another 
look through the 
pages of one of his 
many press cuttings 
scrapbooks. 

With the approach of 
the 1979 season, and 
under the heading 
“Point-To-Point Title 
Wide Open This Year”, 
this is what I had to say: 
“During the next three 
months or so 15 point- 
to-point meetings will be 
held, weather permitting, 
in the south and west 
Wales areas. 

The season gets under 
way on March 3 when 
the Carmarthenshire 
Hunt stage their meeting 
at Llanybri and the 
Ystrad Hunt hold their 
fixture at Lower 
Machen. 

For many enthusiasts 
the coming season will 
be a sad one due to the 
absence of Tommy 
Morgan's Mandryka, the 
most popular point-to- 
pointer in the history of 
Welsh Hunt racing. 
Mandryka which was 
not much bigger than a 
pony, dominated the 
Welsh scene the past six 
or seven seasons, 
chalking up a record 45 
wins, all of them in open 
races. 

With the little horse 


now in retirement the 
way is clear for a new 
champion to emerge and 
perhaps endear itself to 
the hundreds of 
enthusiasts who go 
point-to-pointing, 
whatever the weather, 
each weekend 
throughout the season. 

Before Mandryka’s 
reign it was Milton 
Bradley’s mare Octroi 
which captured the 
imagination of the 
crowds. This game mare 
won 22 races with Celia 
Conley in the saddle 
before injury cut short 
its racing career. 

Another prolific 
winner was the grey 
Sylvester 11, which in 
the 1950s won 29 races. 
Sally On, Spurn Head, 
Wily Star, Mr Worth, 
Chingley Golden Heart, 
Norther and Clover Bud 
which went on to win 
the Welsh Grand 
National at Chepstow 
are others which were 
great favourites over the 
years. 

But which horse will 
enthusiasts be cheering 
home this season? Could 
it be Dillwyn Thomas's 
Prince Haven 11 or Cefn 
Soloman? 

Many people will 
remember those two 
great performers of the 
Thomases-Summer Days 
11 and Cariff Princess. 

One horse which 
could prove almost 
unbeatable in Wales 
would be Mrs Diane 
Sloman's Linden Lad, 
but it is in hunter chases 
that it will probably 
make its mark.” 


“First Win For Julie” 
read a report of mine 
in 1981 which 
appeared in a local 
paper and went on to 
say: 

“Julie Bolton, a 
radiographer at the 
University Hospital of 
Wales in Cardiff, 
chalked-up her first 
winner when partnering 
Keith Pritchard’s grey 
mare Shesheen to a short 
head victiory over 
Candy Coaster at the 
Tredegar Farmers’ Hunt 
Steeplechases.

Under the heading 
“Llewellyn Lands 20-1 
Winner” I wrote: “Proud 
Prince ridden by Welsh 
champion John 
Llewellyn landed a 
division of the Heygate 
Gold Cup Open race at 
the North Hereford 
Point-To-Point. 

Proud Prince, a 20-1 
outsider, scored by 10 
lengths from the 
favourite Spartan Scott 
with his rider looking 
round for non-existent 
dangers on the run-in. 

Owner Gordon Lewis, 
a near neighbour of 
Llewellyn, said in the 
paddock after the race 
that he was ‘surprised’

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Enforced ‘rest’ may come home to roost Down Under 

wounds heal in time to face test? 


Can Welsh 

HE Wales camp always knew it 
was a calculated risk - taking on 
the Grand Slam title-holders in 
their Twickenham stronghold with a 
team of match-starved players low on 
confidence after a mediocre domestic 
season - the day before setting off to 
New Zealand on Monday for a 
daunting three-test series against the 
double world champions. 

In a real sense, it was a lose-lose situation, 
for as critics of the controversial ‘friendly’ 
fixture had been quick to point out, Wales 
were at near full strength, while the home 
team had around seven leading players 
unavailable - so victory for Warren Gatland’s 
more settled squad was only to be expected, 
and defeat surely inconceivable? 

No matter that given the superior depth of 
talent available to opposing head coach, 

Eddie Jones, now seemingly spoilt for choice 
on the playing front, there was no way an 


England line-up showing just one new face 
could be described as “weak” - but it did not 
prevent the wily Aussie turning up the pre¬ 
match heat by insisting that Wales were 
“clear favourites to win”. 

Even so, few could have foreseen a 27-13 
outcome that saw the men in red blasted off 
the sun-drenched Twickenham turf on the 
end of a comprehensive, five-try defeat that 
would have been even more humiliating if the 
otherwise accomplished home outside half, 
George Ford, had remembered to bring his 
kicking boots - managing to convert only one 
attempt at goal. 

In fairness, Wales bucked an all too 
familiar trend by getting off to a promising 
start for once, and drew first blood through a 
well-worked try by loose-head Rob Evans, 
converted by outside half Dan Biggar, who 
also landed a penalty for a 10-0 lead - but 
centre Luther Burrell gave an ominous 
indication of things to come by darting 
unchallenged through a defensive gap for an 
easy touchdown. 


A worse omen came with the early 
departure of match skipper Dan Lydiate (who 
had been operating on the open side flank), 
with a shoulder injury that badly hit the 
reshuffled Welsh efforts at the breakdown, 
and prematurely ended his tour hopes. 

To their credit, the men in red clung to a 
precarious halftime lead of 13-10, thanks to 
another Biggar penalty and a second England 
try, by Anthony Watson, which Ford again 
failed to convert. 

Alas, it was all to fall apart for Wales in the 
second half. Within eight minutes of the 
restart, the game was all but over as a 
contest, with a strangely floundering, 
pedestrian Wales sliced apart by two quick¬ 
silver touchdowns from Marland Yarde and 
Ben Youngs which transformed the score-line 
to 22-13, as the far more enterprising English 
stepped up the pace to dominate all aspects of 
play. 

A fifth, if controversial, try on the hour by 
Jack Clifford, was merely icing on the cake. 
Only Ford’s wayward boot limited a 


convincing win to 27-13 - as Gatland’s 
disconsolate troops paid the price for an 
error-ridden display, epitomised by an 
unprecedented 20 missed tackles. 

One wonders, though, how much the 
desperately below-par performance had its 
origins in the Welsh regions’ lack of success 
this season, which meant players had an 
enforced period of idleness on the sidelines, 
while opponents stayed battle-hardened. 

True or not, that lengthy inactivity will 
hardly have helped prepare the national 
squad for the toughest overseas tour of all. 

The Welsh camp confessed afterwards that 
they had “ much to work on ”, though adamant 
that there were “ plenty of positives” to be 
drawn from the Twickenham collapse. 

There can be no doubt, however, that the 
result - and, more importantly, the manner of 
the defeat - dealt a damaging, psychological 
blow which will take some healing on tour - 
with precious little time to get things right.

THE COUNTDOWN TO HISTORY BEGINS! 

Joe Ledley passes the fitness test as 
Coleman names his Euro 2016 squad

I NJURIES before major tournaments 
are a regular occurrence; our English 
neighbours have, over the last few 
World Cups and European 
Championships, been concerned with the 
health of the likes of David Beckham and 
Wayne Rooney prior to engaging in 
tournament football. 

The actual concept of playing in an 
international tournament is one alien to Wales’ 
footballers and fans, but if we thought we would 
have an easy pass before the naming of the 23 
players heading to France, we were sharply 
jolted out of it by the injury to Joe Ledley while 
representing Crystal Palace. 

What was hopefully a minor injury soon 
became something far more severe, a fractured 
leg that ruled him out of the FA Cup final and 
put him, according to Palace manager Alan 
Pardew, at '50-50' to make the Euros. 

To lose such an influential player, both on and 
off the field, as Chris Coleman's men embark on 
their French adventure, would have been a 
painful blow to suffer; and Ledley wasn't the 
only injury worry for Coleman. Walsall's Tom 
Bradshaw left the camp with a calf injury and 
was subsequently ruled out of the tournament, as 
was Blackburn Rovers defender Adam Henley 
and Leicester City's Tom Lawrence. 

Pivotal midfielder Joe Allen was another on 
the wounded list with a knee injury, but was 
named in Coleman's squad on Tuesday 
afternoon, along with Ledley whose presence 
will no doubt be a huge boost to players and 
fans alike. 

The other unlucky players to miss out on their 
trip to Welsh footballing history were Wigan 



Athletic's Emyr Huws and Newcastle United 
defender Paul Dummett, who, the former 
particularly, will feel unfortunate not to have 
made it into the final squad. 

Instead Coleman has gone for a balanced 
squad that offers depth and potential; it's 
certainly a squad that, to a degree, picks itself 
due to the injury woes of a few, but one that, 
should injury and form come into play, will give 
Coleman plenty of options. 

Wayne Hennessey will occupy the goalkeeper 
birth, having firmly established himself as the 
number one, but back-ups Danny Ward and 
Owain Lon Williams will certainly keep the 
Crystal Palace keeper on his toes. 

The seven defenders picked have all featured 
fairly regularly for Coleman, and offer a stable 
and impressive backline on which to build. 

Coleman's propensity for playing five at the 
back means that they may be stretched a little, 
but if we assume his settled defensive line-up 
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There certainly “Ain’t nobody like 
Joe Ledley” - the midfielder has won his 
battle to be delared fit for the Euros. 

will be Chris Gunter, James Chester, Ashley 
Williams, Ben Davies and Neil Taylor, then Jazz 
Richards and the experienced James Collins will 
provide ample support. 

With Ledley's inclusion, the midfielders 
selected are of an equally high standard, with 
Joe Allen and Aaron Ramsey likely starters 
alongside Ledley, and Andy King, David 
Edwards, and David Vaughn capable 
replacements, the thrilling Jonny Williams and 
the flying George Williams filling out the 
remainder of the berths. 

The inclusion of winger David Cotterill with 
the strikers means that Coleman has opted for 
five, with the predictable selection of Gareth 
Bale and Hal Robson-Kanu, along with out-and- 
out strikers Sam Vokes and Simon Church also 
included. 

With just one more game for Wales before 



their opening fixture on June 11 against 
Slovakia, a friendly on Sunday against Sweden, 
Coleman has just over a week to get the squad 
prepared for what is likely to be the biggest 
moment of their lives (Bale's Champions League 
win and Andy King's Premier League title medal 
aside). Can these 23 players perform on 
European football's biggest international stage? 
Of course they can!
